pub io opmiou. The attitude of the 
Canadian Picas upon this Mibject nfl- 
ordc agreeable relict Iroui the mtsorublo 
treucbery which ia oceusiouully Feen 
oropi'iug up within tbe Colony. With 
pcarccly an exception, 1 bo Cunudiun 
Pre b » reOoguizcB tb-j Puettie Railway 
as a national necessity, and its ourly 
cousirueliou as a thing which Briiirh Col- 
umbia bus a rititu to insist upon. 
Wi bout a sinyle exception, a > far as we 
are aware, it regards the. enterprise a- 
iiui oniy piaciicaOiu anu ueocst.ary, but 
as o rtuin to be successfully curried oui 
at no dihtant day: and we liare seen se- 
veral Canndiun jouruuls amouusi tbetu or- 
gans of the Government, tukintf tho po- 
sition that Briti'fa Columbiu Uhkcd no- 
thing unreat'onublo or thai tbo Domiri- 
ion Ooverument ebculd htsitute to ci iin 
cede in regard to that great woik. In 
fact, it iB evident, as has beeu so often 
asserted in these columns, tbat public 
opinion is just as ripe for tho undertak- 
ing in Canada as it i* in British Colum- 
bia. Day, it WV'Old seem that t<> soino 
t ci our own journals was re- 
legated Iho unpatriotic task of de-

If tbe 
union of New Brunswick • could not be 
achieved short ot the const'UCiioD ol the j 
Iutercoionial, it will surprise none Ibal tlie 
people uf British Columbia dwell with force 
on tho conHiruction of li e Pacific railway ; 
and we are pleased lu know lout in their esti- 
mation all el.-e ot detail is ot secondary im- 
portance. Wiih such a wnrk iu progress, 
our eu.i;;rant agencies oould be dispensed 
wnb in a ga-t degree, and tbe tbous .rids at- 
tract ad by us j.rodecutiiin would bu lar^e 
contnbutors io our wealth, in ttie consump- 
tion ot duty-paving Rood*. II we osiimate 
that six years wool I be consumed in i'a con- 
struction, these would bo six years ot pros- 
pern v to Canada, At a loo.-e calculation, 
$15,000 000 a year would pass into uircu atiou 
turoUKh it and asaBrniog an annual iolercst 
ol $000,000, ibis would only be six teu cents 

a bu-id to each person in the Dominion, and 
this burden would only bu upon us for a 
period ol ten or lilieen years.

Tuia much we can pledge Mini iiem, that il 
the woik ol coanecting the Atlau io with ihe 
Pacific is not pio ntsed, and to tie entered 
upon at tbe eailtest moment possible, the 
people of this t-eenou Will 001 ue slow in 
prououueine. in t..vor ot the s'.u'esrneu und 
trio pany who, alive to the situation, win 
BU'<piy a guarantee of its eucccsd. We have 
faith in the lar-seeing grasp ol mind possess 
eo oy Sir Francis Hincua; und eucD is hi 
inHiifnoH — Imponal and Uohmial — that il Hie 
■ Oieme were once put upon tuo niirket, its 
aoj«i-iuuce w,.uid I. Low. ihe patriotism 
oaiied up in the union ol parties win De Oui 
a mockery it not sustained sullioiontly fur 10 
cover this purpose ; and ihe repi useuiaiivi a 
ol me peo^e will bo blind to the sacred 
trust reputed in them, il negligent m ibis par- 
licuiur.

and implements with which they had been 
wot king, the oiangunoo defending them- 
selves with pi;t"ls. Two men and a boy- 
were phot dead and four others fatuity injur- 
ed. Largo numbers were severely wounded. 
A (o.'ee ut police sueceeded in quelling Iho 
riot. Subsequently, cars convoying orange- 
men dov n lown we e attacked und several per- 
sons wo, inded. T lduo was attacked ul the 
Ceulrul Park by orangemoa and lalally stab- 
bed. The afi ur created tho wildest oxoite- 
m«nt i:i the neighborhood whore it occurred. 
From the laiwst accounts r -ceived at the 
police headquarters up io midnight it ap- 
pears lhat the riot was more seriom than al 
tirst supposed. Two versions ol its origin 
are given ; Superintendent Joarden states 
that thw orangemen played putty tunes, used 
insulting epit iets, threw clones at the work- 
men and even fired soveral shots before any 
attack was made upon them. The workmen 
then assaulted the nrun^einon with spades 
and shovels and every available weapon, 
their opponents bei-i;: uoarly ail armed wiih 
revolvers.
